This work, which is done by the students of the 
college, is directed by the Home Missions Com¬ 
mittee, who work together with Rev. W. Falk, 
city missionary. The work is varied and covers an 
extensive field. We are thankful to God for the 
varied talents of the student body which enable 
us to do work in the different fields of Christian 
service. It has been encouraging to note that most 
of the students are willing to work. They are pre¬ 
paring for Christian service, and welcome the 
opportunity to serve the Lord while they study. 

In work among the children we serve at some 
seventeen different Bible Clubs and Sunday 
Schools, reaching approximately 350 children. The 
average number of children attending weekly 
would be about 250. Besides the above mentioned 
children’s work a number of the students teach in 
the regular Sunday Schools of the churches of our 
city. The Lord has blessed the teaching of His 
Word. Many have made decisions for Christ, and 
we believe others have been helped and blessed. 

The discouraged, the sick and the old people 
have been visited by singing groups such as 
quartets and trios. These serve in hospitals and 
old folks’ homes and nursing homes. The singing 
groups also serve in the churches of the city and 
country upon request. Many a blessing and en¬ 
couragement has been passed on to others through 
song during the past winter. 

The Word of God has further been proclaimed 
by student speakers in our school, in the churches 
and missions round about us. The distribution of 
tracts and the medium of personal work have also 
been used extensively to reach souls for Christ. 
In the slum area of the city and also elsewhere, 
house visiting has been faithfully attended to by a 
group of students. In this manner people who 
have been neglected spiritually are brought into 
contact with the Bible and with Christians who 
are concerned about their souls. 

In all these various phases of Christian work 
in which the Lord enabled us to work, we have 
found the need to be great. We praise the Lord 
for the way He helped us in the work. It was He 
who gave us open doors, and it was He who made 
students willing to serve where opportunities pre¬ 
sented themselves. May we also in the future con¬ 
tinue to have a vision and a burden for the Lord’s 
work and be ready as Paul was (Rom. 1:15) to 
bring the Gospel to those who are hungering to 
hear its glorious message.

THE MINISTRY IN SONG 


“Serve the Lord with gladness, come before 
His presence with singing.” Psalm 100: 2. 

When God instituted the temple worship in 
Old Testament times, the ministry in song 
was given a place of remarkable predomi¬ 
nance. In the New Testament, the value of 
song is strongly corroborated by the state¬ 
ments of the Apostle Paul in Col. 3: 16, and 
Eph. 5: 19. “Speaking to yourselves in psalms 
and hymns and spiritual songs, singing and 
making melody in your heart to the Lord.” 

Those of us who were actively engaged in 
this phase of practical work, are deeply con¬ 
vinced of the import and blessedness of this 
so vital a ministry in our present dark age. 
Besides being a splendid opportunity for 
fellowship and Christian training, it affords 
spiritual edification which can scarcely be 
excelled. Often when words fail to express 
the peace and joy of a redeemed sinner, there 
the voice breaks forth into song, transferring 
the soul to Elysian realms, far above the din 
and strife of this world. 

Since sacred songs generally appeal to all 
classes of people, whether young or old, the 
field of service of the trios and quartets is 
extensive and diversified. 

The old Folks’ Homes present a special 
challenge to the singing groups, for in no 
other place is the frailty of the flesh, the 
brevity of life, and the certainty of death 
more vividly portrayed. To those who long 
for their eternal rest with the Lord, the mes¬ 
sage in song brings consolation and spiritual

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quickening, while those, standing on the 
brink of a Christless grave, are solemnly 
warned to prepare to meet their God. 

The hospitals constitute another field of 
opportunity. It is here that God, through 
physical suffering, brings restless, indifferent 
souls to a standstill, in order to consider their 
eternal destiny. To these the heart-searching 
question, “Where will you spend Eternity?” 
or the tender invitation, “Wandering child, 
O come home,” is extended effectively 
through the medium of song. 

Besides these regularly visited fields, the 
singing groups minister occasionally at var¬ 
ious other places, the penitentiary, the gospel 
missions, and outlying churches, where a 
living Saviour is presented to needy people. 

But you may ask, “Has this ministry shown 
visible results?” Eternity alone will reveal 
how far-reaching the testimony in song has 
been. To some the message is a healing balm, 
received with deep appreciation, while in 
others the piercing Word arouses offence and 
ill-will. These evidences of the Spirit’s work¬ 
ing in the hearts of men are an encourage¬ 
ment to continued faithfulness in the minis¬ 
try of song.

gTUDENT'S coming to the M.B. Bible Col¬ 
lege from the different parts of the world, 
register for various courses, the one selected 
being determined by the field of service for 
which the student is preparing. However, in 
addition to the regular curricular work, there 
is one activity which invites the participa¬ 
tion of all, and which, though it may not be 
listed as a regular course in the catalogue of 
the school, nevertheless, merits honorable 
mention. This activity is Gratis Work. 

Gratis Work is designed to achieve a two¬ 
fold objective. The lesser of the two being 
that through the rendering of various useful 
services without charge, savings are effected, 
which enable the administration of the Col¬ 
lege to reduce the registration fees for the 
students. The more important objective, how¬ 
ever, is to help students to adapt themselves 
to the various problems and conditions of 
life. It furnishes valuable material for the 
building of character. Through voluntary 
co-operation and teamwork, the student is 
led to regard even the most menial task in 
the same light as the poet so fitly stated: 

Nothing useless is or low, 

Each thing in its place is best: 

And what seems but idle show, 
Strengthens and supports the rest. 

Often the work may not be as agreeable as 
we might wish and may seem much below 
our dignity. If then we consider that it is 
not the magnitude of the task, but the degree 
of faithfulness that counts, we go on our 
way strengthened for the task, knowing that

The negro preachers are often marked by 
great shrewdness and mother wit; and will 
not only point the truth, but barb it, so that 
if once in it will stick fast. One of these was 
once descanting with much earnestness on 
different ways in which men lose their souls. 
Under one head of remark, he said that men 
often lose their souls through excessive gen¬ 
erosity. “What!” he exclaimed, “you tell me 
you never heard of that before? You say, 
ministers often tell us we lose our souls for 
our stinginess, and for being covetous — but 
who ever heard of a man that hurt himself 
by going too far t’other way? I tell you how 
they do it. They sit down under the sermon, 
and when the preachers touch upon this sin 
or that sin, they no take it to themselves, but 
give this part of the sermon to one brother, 
and that part to another brother. And so 


they give away the whole sermon, and it do 
them no good. And that’s the way they lose 
their souls by being too generous.” 

There is great truth in this remark. The 
want of a self-applying conscience causes 
much of the best of preaching to fall like 
rain upon a rock, from which it soon runs off; 
or if a little is caught in a hollow, it only 
stagnates, and then dries away, leaving no 
blessing behind. A sermon, however true 
and forcible, thus disposed of, does no good 
to those among whom it is so silently dis¬ 
tributed, while it leaves him who squanders 
its treasures to perish at last in the poverty 
and emptiness of his soul.

our efforts are essential to the welfare of the 
College and ourselves. 

Much conversation centres around the sub¬ 
ject of Gratis Work. It is frequently dis¬ 
cussed in the halls and around the campus. 
Sometimes there may be prejudices and ob¬ 
jections to overcome, but when these have 
been dispelled, the students tackle their 
work with an enthusiasm and vigor which 
is quite out of proportion to the former objec¬ 
tion. Twelve hours of gratis work per term 
are required of each student, making a total 
of thirty-six hours for one complete year at 
College. If a student is in search of diver¬ 
sion, Gratis Work often supplies the solu¬ 
tion. Frequently it is accompanied by gay 
laughter, witticisms, or a discussion of cur¬ 
rent events. 

“Useful” occupations may be developed 
and many skills acquired. In the field of 


Domestic Science there is dishwashing, peel¬ 
ing potatoes and floor washing. Then also 
much experience can be gained in such occu¬ 
pations as Forestry (cutting down the White 
House tree), interior decorating, carpentry, 
wiring, stenography, butchering and many 
other useful trades. In fact, we believe that 
it is ideal training for any married man, or 
as a matter of fact, for anyone who some day 
expects to be in that category. 

What of the reward? What is the Degree 
conferred on the one who successfully com¬ 
pletes this course? A genuine B.D. which 
(according to Dr. Unruh) is the title which 
Timothy received. It means “Bruder und
